spread. 
Rem edies 
Ail this being true and the na- 
ure of the malady being what it 
s many remedies help it at lea>t 
temporarily and if it is understood 
that any remedy I recommend is 
not put out as a complete cure, and 
if it does no harm, I am willing 
to mention the new ones as they 
come up. 
The newest, then, is one of the 
» ldest remedies known to the old 
nousewives -none other than the 
'reat spring tonic, sarsaparilla. 
To this day I do not know whaf 
arsaparilla does as a spring tonic, 
nor what its action is. It seems to 
have some influence on fat, and 
vhile this may partially ex plain 
its action 
in psoriasis, it tells 
nothing about it as a spring tonic. 
The sarsaparilla now used is a 
pecial product, preferably from 
londuras, prepared in the form 
»f tablets. Since the whole prob- 
em is so much in the ex perim en­ 
tal stage, we feel they should be- 


given under the direction of a 
physician. They should be taken 
faith fu lly for quite a period of 
time. 
Diet 
A diet low in fat will prove 
beneficial for quite a large number 
of patients. Liquids to the am ount 
of tw o or three quarts a day b e­ 
sides the regu lar am oun ts used at 
the table are recom m ended as an 
adjunct to treatm ent. 
There is no reason w h y local 
treatm en ts such as the p atien t is 
used to cannot be given along 
with the sarsap arilla tablets. This 
includes irradiation with an u ltra­ 
violet lam p, tonic and ointm ent, 
lanolin, olive oil, salicylate and 
sulphur oin tm en ts and modified 
coal tars. 
When use of th is sarsap arilla 
was first given a trial, how ever, no 
other treatm en t w as given, in or­ 
der to make sure it w as the s ar s a­ 
parilla and nothing else that was 
causing 
the 
im provem ent. 
The 
treatm ent has 
now been under 
trial for over tw o years. 
There 
has been marked im provem ent in 
75 per cent of patients, m oderate 
in some, and no im provem ent in 
other5:.

one particle thick, w ould cover 
a field of 200 feet long and 170 
feet w ide. 
Chlorine, 
a green gas s om e ­ 
times called the green goddess, 
is a familiar w a r gas, city w a ­ 
ter and sw im m ing pool purifier. 
It has b een used for colds. It is 
a w ar chemical, used in 
hu n ­ 
dreds of processes, 
so essential 
that chlorine is rationed. 
The exploding gas is a

ture of natural gas and
